TUBEROUS 
BEGONIA» —Yes 
we feed in September any tub­ 
erous begonias which still hav e 
young, fresh growing tips and 
buds still forming. Many of these 
will be blooming for another six 
weeks or more and 
certainly 
need a little ex tra nourishment 
if the tuber is not to 
become 
ex hausted. This is our method. 
Others may hav e, probably do 
hav e, a different system. We do 
not feed any plant which is go­ 
ing into the ripening off stage. 
BLUE FLOWEBS— The blue 
flower you saw in a basket at 
our garden was browallia spe- 
ciosa. This is really an annual, 
but like many other annual* in 
California it often liv es on for a 
second year. It seems to enjoy 
cool weather and with us blooms 
as well in winter as in summer. 
It makes a fine spraying growth 
in a basket. If a compact plant 
is wanted, it responds nicely to 
pinching back. The flower is a 
lov ely blue and I consider it a 
v ery desirable plant 
for 
any 
lightly shaded position. It comes 
readily from seed. 
But whether you 
buy 
it in 
seed or in seedling plants which 
the nurseries offer, be sure you 
get browallia speciosa, and not

A recent survey made by Dr. Theodore F. 
Lentz, director of the Character Research In­ 
stitute of Washington University of St. 
Louis, j the niost happiness.

Dr. Le..tz made a survey of traits among 780 
persons, 95 per cent of whom were between ages 
of 17 and 30. His investigation was based on 
responses 
to 
a 
"youth 
expressionaire” 
which 
gave them 
opportunity 
to express themselves 
on about 3000 statements and questions of opin­ 
ion. attitude, interest, preference and practice. 
Out of these. Dr. Lentz took 200 teetotalers 
—70 males and 130 females—and 100 drinkers. 
50 male* and 50 females, and drew some very 
interesting and important conclusions. 
On the basis of their replies and his com­ 
parisons, Dr. Lentz concluded not only that the 
drinkers were less happy than the non-drinkers, 
but that those who indulge in alcoholic drinks 
are: 
"More inclined to smoke and drink coffee. 
“ Apparently more liberal, except with respect 
to the participation of women in affairs out­ 
side the home. 
“ More maladjusted socially and emotionally. 
“ More tolerant of breaches of generally ac­ 
cepted moral conduct. 
“ More international, except with respect to 
race prejudice. 
“ More materialistic. 
“ More selfish. 
“ More impulsive and affectionate, according 
to their own admission. 
“ More interested in adventures and recrea­ 
tional activities than in prosaic pursuits.” 
If a man drinks to temporarily enjoy him­ 
self. without any regard to what it does in the 
future, he is giving way to emotionalism and 
animalism and it is only natural that his future 
happiness would be less. Alcohol is not some­ 
thing that is culminative, as far as being helpful 
to the individual in the future is concerned. It 
is just exactly the opposite. It makes men slaves 
of appetites and tastes and indulgences. It is 
certainly not character building. 
The survey is a spendid temperance docu­ 
ment. 
One of the interesting things brought out by 
Dr. Lentz is that college students are less in­ 
clined to be drinkers than those who do not 
attend college. 
Every person who drinks should read this 
survey that shows that liquor does not promote 
happiness and optimism in the long run.

When the government attempts to regulate the 
value of money or credit, as some people who

It is as if anyone who is pro 
Russian in the war must also be 
pro-communist and therefore anti 
American and all that. 
Well, I think Adolf Hitler has 
been our best friend in this war 
from the hour that he attacked 
Stalin, because he certainly took 
the heat off our friends, the Bri­ 
tish, by so doing .and some of 
the heat off us, too, and recruited 
an enormously tough and sur­ 
prisingly smart player for our 
teams, meaning Ivan, the faceless 
man from Moscow. 
Politically, I trust Ivan no fur­ 
ther than I trust Hitler, but this 
is war, not politics, and the Rus­ 
sians certainly can't be accused 
of engaging in monkey business 
this time just to deceive us. They 
wouldn’t sacrifice all those men 
and all that territory. and mili­ 
tary material just to delude the 
fool Americans and I subscribe 
to the hope that appears to have 
been expressed by that British 
official, and seems to have raised 
so much hell among the British 
communists and unioneers, that 
the Russians and the Nazis will 
chew one another to tatters. 
The future 
politics we just 
have to leave to the future, but 
I insist that we ought to remind 
ourselves every day that the Rus­ 
sians are no friends of anyone, 
even though they happen to be 
on our team. They can’t quit our 
team now and thus for once we 
hold the upper hand on them. If 
they throw us down they throw 
themselves right into the sausage 
grinder and if they do that they 
are just nuts and nobody can 
anticipate and plan against acts 
of a crazy country. 
But meantime, at home. I think 
we ought to keep after the com­ 
munists and the fellow travelers 
who lack the courage of their 
political 
convictions 
and 
show 
them up as Martin Dies has been 
doing persistently all this time 
and throw them out of govern­ 
ment jobs and ride them out of 


private employment too, and out 
of dominant positions in the un­ 
ions. 
This brings me to the subject 
of communists and fellow-travel- 
ers in the government and the 
unions.

more emphatically anti-Nazi than 
ever before, but our anti-com­ 
munism is more than just a stipu­ 
lation in the record. 
You may be

I see no excuse for gratitude to 
the communists who were knifing 
our country up to the hour of 
Hitler’s war on Russia but then

We had their number before, but

“ The reason—my wife work’s in 
an non-union factory and they 
wish me to force her to stay 
home. 
This distinctly show’s how 
arbitry they act. 
Any advice you 
may give in regard’s to the above. 
Will be greatley appreciated. 
My 
boss was compelled to lay me off 
against his wishes as their was 
no fault of my work. 
But the 
Union tried to dominate my pri­ 
vate life.” 
Neither George Washington nor 
this humble miner could spell all 
the words. 
But Washington pre­ 
sided over the convention which 
wrote 
the 
Constitution 
of the 
United States, and this miner be­ 
lieves as I do, that his and his 
wife’s constitutional right to work 
in order to earn an honest liv­ 
ing has been invaded by a power 
outside of the legal government 
of his country. 
You don’t have to 
be a Philadelphia lawyer to un­ 
derstand the basic principles of 
the Constitution. 
The United Mine Workers of 
America has forced a nearly air­ 
tight nationwide closed shop on 
the mining industry of these once 
free and independent States. Un 
less a man has a union card he 
can’t mine 
coal. 
If the union 
suming the facts are as stated, 
to fire him. 
This gives the un­ 
ion a monopoly control over his 
life. 
But this case goes further. 
As­ 
suming the fates are as stated, 
the union controls his wife also. 
Or any child old enough to work. 
Neither he nor she can work in 
a non-union 
shop. 
Either she 
must give up her job or he must 
give up his job. 
If you grant that the union 
has this power, where will you 
stop? 
Suppose the union decides 
that no wife shall work at all, 
whether in a union or non-union 
shop. 
What then? 
If the State of California, or 


thp United States Congress—the 
citizen’s legal government—pass­ 
ed a law 
requiring 
wives to 
work only in union shops, or not 
to work at all, I suppose that 
even our present Supreme Court 
might hold that neither Congress 
nor the Pennsylvania legislature 
had the constitutional power to 
pass such a law’. Anyw'ay, for 150 
years we had a Supreme Court 
which could be depended on to 
so decide. 
Assuming that even Mr. J ustice 
Frankfurter would gag over such 
a law, then the question is wheth­ 
er a labor union—a non-govern­ 
mental body—should be permitted 
to exercise powers which are de­ 
nied to a sovereign state. 
But Hitlerism is making great 
strides in this land today. 
Hit­ 
ler also is an extra-constitutional 
government. 
He 
has forced the 
German 
woman back into the 
dark ages of Kinder, Kirche and 
Kueche 
(children, 
church and 
kitchen). 
And all the juicy jobs 
go to members of the Nazi party. 
There are many women includ­ 
ing Mrs. Roosevelt, 
and many 
women’s 
organizations 
which 
fight for the right of married 
women to work 
outside their 
homes. 
I 
commend, this coal 
miner’s wife to her and them. 
Give unions this control over 
the family life of working men, 
and where shall they stop? Sup­ 
pose the union rules that only 
white men shall 
belong. 
Who 
would stop them from 
putting 
that in their 
by-laws? 
Add a 
closed shop, and this would de­ 
prive Negroes of a chance to live 
in a closed shop town or indus­ 
try. 
And the drive is now on to 
make this a closed shop nation. 
Then what happens to the 13th, 
14th, and 15th 
amendments to 
the Constitution? 
This is by no means an imag­ 
inary case. 
Responsible 
Negro 
editors have already warned of 
the menace of the 
closed shop. 
It was for this reason that Ne­ 
groes at Ford’s 
opposed being 
forced to join a union. 
This situation 
is not apt to 
become acute while there is such 
demand for 
labor, 
white and 
black, as at present. 
But wait 
until the next depression 
when 
men 
will be fighting for jobs. 
See what happens to those at the 
very bottom of the economic pyr« j 
amid then. 
And if Negroes may be exclud­ 
ed from unions—and 
jobs—why 
not foreign born naturalized cit­ 
izens? 
And 
Catholics 
Andi 
J ews? 
Or any helpless minority? ! 
The K.K.K. once controlled whole 
states. 
That is not very ancient 
history. 
And history has somi 
bad habits.
